You enquire, 
What is this p://, and what is this drop ? and ye aniwer 
yourfelves, Surely it is poijom. I believe truly, it is poi- 
fm to you and to your brethren ; but to me and to many 
thoufands, it has been the reftorer of health. Ye affirm, 
my friend gives as large a pillto a child, as toa man: 
Why then is not the child poifoned? Hold thy peace 
thou babler, you are condemned out of your own mouth ; 
for do you not often fay, /uch a thing is fo innocent, it 
may be given to achild. But as thou halt oy What 
38 this pi//? I will anfwer for my friend, You fhall not 
‘now, what this pi//is. And as thou has very learned- 
ly told us what is poi/on, I will tell thee plainly and fim- 
Ply, what is not poijon. Opium, Mercury, and many 
Other medicines commonly ufed by thy wifeft brethren, 
T€ Not fvi/cn, if given in proper quantitys. I defpife 


thy nice diftin&tions. Nothing is poifon, that does not 
kill, much lefs hurt. Why do you not fatisfy your doubts 
‘if they are real ones) by proper enquiries from the multi- 
tudes who daily refort to my friend’s houfe ; and why will 
you fhut your eyes againft the truth and the light of ex- 
perience ?

OU have very juftly to-day correéted Dr. Tur- 

NER, and faithfully abridged his Letter to Dr. Ju- 
Rin 3; but you have in one particular, overlooked a very 
remarkable error of his, for want perhaps of underftand- 
ing the modus preparandi of one of the medicines in the 
prefcriptions he gives of Warp’s pi// and drop; for in 
pag. 2. he fays, (as you have truly noted) that ‘ /ome 
* (/urcly without reajon) have furmized the fame to be 
‘ Mercurial; yet among the hundreds daily taking them, 
‘ not one inftance can be given of a fore mouth or tongue, 
* much lefs /a/ivation, which muft at fome time have in- 
‘ evitably fallen out, if the bafis was mercurial’. This I 
took notice of, and writ to the Doétor before I faw your 
Journal, anc reminded him, as I now do you, that the 
prefcriptions are noted Mercuria/s, as all of the proteflion 
of phyfick well know, or fhould: for that the Rutyrum 
Antimonii, is prepared with equal parts of crude Antimony 
and /ublimate Mercury, the rankett poifon that is, and 
only ufed by furgeons as-a cauftick for impofthumations, 
and fubduing, or eating away, as the good women term 
it, proud flefh, warts, &c. and that by giving it inward- 
ly, it will falivate, and prove of very dangerous confe- 
quences, even in the fmalleft dofe. And tho’ my brother, 
Dr. Turner, may have never known it to /alivate or 
caufe a fore mouth, &c. yet it certainly has done fo: and I 
told him where he might be well fatisfied, that it did gcca- 
fion a thorough /a/ivation in a man who had taken 
Warop’s pi//. They that would be {atisfied as to the pre- 
paration of the Butyrum Antimonii, need only confult the 
New Difpenfatory of the College of Phyficians.

AM glad to find, by your laft Fourna/, that the So 


ciety, at the Pecasus, have taken notice of the com- 
plaint, of a SuuscrrpeR, to the /o/io edition of Rarin’s 
ena tranflated into Englifh by N. Tinvau. It is a 
complaint well grounded, as well as tim’d. For it is not 
to be denied, that the publifhers have been guilty of a 
moft avaricious and barefaced abufe upon their fubicri- 
bers, in the feveral inftances he mentions; and it was 
moft @ propos, that he fhould happen to exprefs his re- 
fentment of it, at the very time, when a Continuation 
was promifed from the fame hands. 

As I apprehend, that the fubfcribers to the ofavo edi- 
tion of that work, have alfo fome caufe to complain of 
ill-ufage ; I cannot forbear to fignify it to you at this 
juncture, that it may be confidered at your board, and 
receive fuch cenfure as it fhall appear to deferve. 

I need not put you in mind, Mr. Bavius, of the ma- 
ny fair words and great promifes that were ufed to ufher 
in the oéfavo edition ; and draw in {ub{eribers to take it 
off. Thole are artifices feldom omitted on {uch occafi- 
ons. But, perhaps the labour of no mountain ever pro- 
duced a more contemptible iffue. For there was palm’d 
upon us, a mean, flat, incorre& tranflation of the hiito- 
rian; the wotes were few, trifling and impertinent; but 
the bulk was encreafed, to fwell the expence, with 4 
Differtaticn upon parties, ‘Fc. fo that the fetts came to al- 
mot five pounds a piece. 

Now, as if this had not done us fufficient injury, it 
was not long after the finifhing of this edition, e’er the mo- 
defty of the tranflator, and publifhers prevailed upon 
them to oblige the public with this hiftory, in two Vo. 
lumes, in fed/io, at the price only of 2 guineas. In 
which it is pretended, the errors of the former are care- 





fully correBed, anda great addition of margins/ notes is 
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made. —~ However, tho’ it is very far from being com- 
pleat, or anfwerable to the expectations conceived of it 5 
tis certain, it has funk the value of ours near two thirds 
of the fum we paid for it. ' 

I fhall leave the equity of thefe proceedings to the 
cenfure of your board; as well as the weight of the 
reafon that was given for them, viz. That they were in- 
tended to prevent the fale of another tranflatien by fomebody 
e/fe ; and I fhall only obferve, that the advertiiement in 
your Journal, of a Continuation of this work, is a {ill 
greater leffening of the value of our edition; or a fur- 
ther abufe of the fubfcribers to the other. For, it feems 
to me, by the notification at the end of it, viz, ‘ Waiere 
‘ may be had, the. firft and fecond volumes, or 7 fingie 
‘ number’, that this Continuation isto be in folie only. 
Now I appeal to you, Mr. Bavius, whether, if the Con- 
tinuation be genuine, and worthy of publication, itought 
not to be publith'd in ofavo, as well as fo/ie, to compleat 
ours as Well as their fetts ? And, if it is not genuine, but 
a trick of the publifhers to get money, whether it ought 
to be impofed upon the world at all.

A New Critical Review of the public buildings, Se. 
éy Mr. Hiram. 


10. FB NS TEAD of continuing the end of this build. 
ing ina right line, towards the new houle of Sir 
RopertT WaLPoLe, equal to the length of its 

front, whereby the whole would have appeared (quare, 

and majeftic ; Bad it reaches half that length it is broken 
back, in complaifance, I fuppofe, to that honourable gen- 
tlemen’s houfe: fo that being viewed at the angle facing 
the palace of St. James's, it has a poor and flender look, 
more like a narrow gallery, than the Trea/ury of Great 
Britain. 11. The third, or upper ftory in the front, 
is both arcaded and rufticated, but in a different manner 
from the fecond ; the ruftics being what work-men call 
rabbit, or fquare ruftics ; and the entablature is Ionic, 
finely enriched at a great expence with carved mouldings, 
to little or no purpole, their native forms being not vifi- 
ble at a fmall diftance, and the whole appearing a piece 
of confufion. Hence we may obferve, that magnificence 
in buildings doth not confft in enrichments only; nay, 
not in them at all, in fome cafes. For had this, and the 
lower entablature been entirely plain, they would have had 

a greater propriety with the plainnefs of the ruftics in 

each ftory, and confequently been magnificent too; which 

no artiit can think them now, —— 12. Inftead of placing 

a plain impoft under the arches of thefe arcades, which 

had been agreeable to the fimplicity of the ruttic pillafters, 

and which is wifely done in the middle ftory s here are 
impofts enriched with carvings, which thofe of the Co- 
rinthian order cannot exceed; and which are prepofte- 
roufly continued over the heads of the windows, as be- 
fore obferved of the other. —— 13. Thefe arcades are 
alfo filled up with plain wall, and {mall difproportioned 
windows, as thofe in the ftory underneath. 14. As 
the Ionic order is generally made one diameter more in 
height than the Doric; and as the former is attempted 
in the upper, and the latter in the middle ftory, the ar- 
chiteét fhould have proportioned the heights of the win- 
dows to each order 5 whereas, in all appearance, they are 
of equal heights in both the ftories. —— 15. For the 
{upport of the upper entablature, in the middle of the 
front, there are four columns placed on pedeftals, which 
ftand on the Doric cornice, having one quarter of their 
diameter inferted within the front wall; and are what 
work men call three quarter columns. Now, fince all co- 
lumns are defigned as props to fuftain fome weight in- 
cumbent on them, why were not fome placed in the firft 
ftory or bafement, having others ereéted upon them ih 
the fecond, for the fupport of the third or upper ftory ; 
inftead of placing them only in the upper ftory, for the 
{upport of an entablature and pediment only ? This is as 
farprifingly odd, as to imagine, that the entablatures on 
each fide the pediment have not an equal right to be -fup- 
ported by columns, as that in the midd!z. — 16. A Vene- 
tian window placed between the two middle columns, 
whole fide apertures are {carcely equal to one quarter of 
the middle aperture, in{ftead of being each equal to ong 
half part thereof; and the little Ionic columns, with their 














fmall entablature and diminutive mod liions, being feen 


and confidered at the fame time with the greater co- | 
lumns, and upper entablature of the fame order, and |

in the fame Rory aifo, make thisa matchlefs piece of archi- 


tecture. In fhort, the whole is a compofition abounding | 


wth abfurdities, without parallel, and almoft without 
n imber. 

LIV. Inthe adjacent houfe of Sir Ropert Wat PoLe, 
a great deal of fimple grandeur, ftrength, and magrif- 
cence is expreffed ; and had it been removed about thirty 
feet clear of the Yreaury, it would have been a very 
great addition to its beauty : but perhaps conveniency 
may be preferable to beauty, and therefore it it beft as 
it Is. ,
